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BELARUS AND UKRAINE IN THE POST-SOVIET 
PERIOD - TWO DIFFERENT MODELS OF 
ORGANIZATION AND POSITIONING OF THE STATE™ 


Summary: After the disappearance of the USSR, Belarus and Ukraine 
have mostly different models of state organization at the domestic level: Belarus 
opted for state capitalism with a social image, close to the neo-Keynesian con- 
cept with elements of socialism-social justice. Ukraine had a number of changes 
in that direction, but after the February coup in 2014, it fully accepted the neo- 
liberal model, which led to additional stratification of the population, pauperiza- 
tion and a serious economic crisis. In the geopolitical direction, Belarus has al- 
ways been firmly connected with Russia and the integration processes in the 
post-Soviet space led by Moscow. Ukraine is internally divided on that issue, so 
it had a moderated participation in the integration processes in the post-Soviet 
space. However, after February 2014 and the conflicts that followed, Ukraine 
turned to the western centers of power. Belarus has very little opposition in the 
electorate to the existing geopolitical and pro-Russian identity issue, while 
Ukraine remains a divided country on a number of major issues. Western centers 
of power, and especially Atlanticist ones, generally support every form of dis- 
tance from Russia and pro-Russian identity that exists among the population and 
elite in Ukraine and that appears on the border in Belarus. 

In Ukraine, until February 2014, pluralism influenced them to channel 
themselves through elections for the institutions of the system of differences of 
identity and interests of the regions, so the pro-Russian and Western Ukrainian 
options changed in power. Since 2014, the secession of Crimea, the secession of 
Donetsk and Lugansk, the western Ukrainian option has an advantage. Since

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then, the government in Kiev has been threatening the identity survival of the 
pro-Russian part of the population of Ukraine, the majority in the Southeast, in 
an authoritarian and undemocratic way. Official relations between Ukraine and 
Russia are tense.

Introduction 


The paper presents a comparative analysis of the international and geopo- 
litical positioning of Belarus and Ukraine during the post - Soviet period, as well 
as their internal organization (economic and social model, electoral system). 
Belarus and Ukraine have been a part of all-Russian history throughout history 
(Kievan Russia, Tsarist Russia, the USSR), and for the first time in the past three 
decades they exist as independent states. While Belarus is relatively homogene- 
ous in terms of identity, which enables it to make an easier determination in the 
geopolitical direction, Ukraine is divided. This also affects a certain instability 
on the internal level of Ukraine and uncertainty in the direction of its future. A 
brief overview of the relations between these two countries and Serbia in recent 
years is also given. 


Belarus 


Belarus was similarly to Ukraine, in the autonomous and even identity 
sense, created in the Soviet period, as a Soviet republic and a determinant of the 
Belarusian nation. Throughout history, also similarly to Ukraine, after its exis- 
tence in the Russian medieval state of Kievan Russia around the middle of the 
13th century due to the Mongol-Tatar coup, it was partly separated from the 
Russian state in the next few centuries. It first belonged to Lithuania, and then, 
with the creation of the Polish-Lithuanian state, it spent several centuries in it 
(Rzeczpospolita). Belarusians, Little Russians (future Ukrainians) as an Ortho- 
dox part of the Russian world were a separate and subordinate body in that 
Catholic state, so they used opportunities for rebellion and separation, striving to 
join Russia. They became part of tsarist Russia during the 18th century. The vast 
majority of Belarusians perceive the history of Kievan Russia, then tsarist Russia 
and the USSR as their own. The Second World War and the “Great Patriotic 
War” are especially important in that direction, where a significant part of the 
Belarusian population sacrificed itself for liberation from the fascist occupier. 
The separate tendencies of the Belarusian people in relation to Russia are very 
weak and practically insignificant, so that is one of the secrets of Lukashenko's 
long rule. It is Lukashenko's firm geopolitical commitment to an alliance with 
Moscow, while retaining the Belarusian identity as a wider part of the “Russian 
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world”, that has the sympathy of the largest part of the country's population. 
Internally, such a policy did not have serious opposition. On the other hand, over 
the years, Lukashenko has evolved to a somewhat higher degree of Belarusian 
identity in relation to the all-Russian idea, but that has not changed the essence 
of his policy. It seems that it was just a matter of better tactical realignment in 
relation to the potential opposition, in the direction of maintaining power. 

Belarus is one of Russia's most important allies and a participant in the in- 
tegration processes in the post-Soviet space at the same time. We can see the 
state of the Belarusian economy around 2009 from the data presented by 
Dragomir Andjelkovic in his book History of Belarus. He states that the purchas- 
ing power and the standard of the population have noticeably increased. The 
country was the first among the former Soviet republics to reach the level of 
gross domestic product (GDP) from the time before the transition, and then con- 
tinued to develop rapidly (at an annual rate of 6-10%). GDP, viewed on the basis 
of purchasing power parity, amounted to $ 11,000 per capita in 2009, according 
to the IMF, and the broadest sections of the population benefit from economic 
progress, according to relevant international institutions. All these are the rea- 
sons why many talk about the Belarusian economic miracle, and the fact that it is 
a rarity when it comes to developing countries, in the phase of dynamic rise - in 
the context of the welfare state.' 

The fact that the small Belarus has a share of over 10% in the world mar- 
ket of tractors (BELARUS), to hold about 30% of the global market of large 
mining trucks, in dumpers (BELAZ), and that it is a major exporter of “ordinary” 
trucks and buses (MAZ), sophisticated laser and optical equipment (it is their 
second most important producer in Europe), white goods, artificial fertilizers, 
synthetic fabrics, etc” is the evidence that this is not without grounds. By the end 
of 2019, Belarus had Russia as the most important foreign trade partner with 
about 40% of the entire trade exchange, followed by EU countries with about 
30%, Ukraine with about 10%, and so on. More than half of the entire industrial 
sector is still state-owned. (https://www.monopollist.rs/slovenski-ekonomski-tigar/) 


Integration processes in the post-Soviet space and Ukraine and Belarus 


With the disintegration of the USSR and its transformation into the Com- 
monwealth of Independent States, Ukraine and Belarus found themselves in a 
situation where they became independent states on the one hand, and participants 
in integration in the post-Soviet space on the other. In the case of Belarus, only

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in the first years there was a certain dilemma about the scope of participation in 
integration processes and international organizations in the post-Soviet space. 
After that, the only question was asked by Belarus in the practice of functioning 
of integrations and international organizations in the post-Soviet space, defining 
their depth and capacity, and not whether to participate in them. The impression 
is that Belarus is among the participants in these processes, not infrequently in 
the lead in the effort to expand the competencies and scope of jurisdiction. A 
very important specificity of Belarus, with which it differs from other post- 
Soviet countries that entered the integration processes and international organi- 
zations where Russia dominated, is the bilateral state union of Russia and Bela- 
rus. The exclusivity of Belarus, in addition to participating in almost all other 
integration processes and international organizations in the post-Soviet space, 
has the position to form a state union bilaterally with Russia, can be explained by 
several factors. 

First, the fact is that the “Russian peace”, more precisely the Russian na- 
tion, is historically made up of Russians - the Great Russians, the Byelorussians 
and the Little Russians. While on the issue of Ukraine, which emerged from at 
least three historical and cultural entities (New Russia, Little Russia and 
Galicia), there are certain differences in modern times in relation to the all- 
Russian idea and identity, this is not the case in Belarus (the vast majority). So, 
to put it simply, the Russians (Greater Russians) treat, unlike the Kazakhs, Kyr- 
gyz, and even Armenians, other branches of the Russian nation, as their brothers 
and part of their national corps, which Putin's speech on this issue speaks best as 
a metaphor for the wider beliefs in the national masses. *When there is already a 
certain disagreement in Ukraine on this identity issue, that is not the case in Bel- 
arus. So the exclusivity of Belarus to create a state union with Russia, where the 
two members have a marked disproportion in size, population, military power, 
economic power, natural resources, etc., is actually the privilege of Belarus as a 
people to be treated by the Russian people (historical “Great Russians”) as a part 
of the Russian national being. If Ukraine as a whole, or a part of it, would show 
a desire to go in a similar direction in the future, such a possibility would proba- 
bly be attractive to Russians and Belarusians. Solzhenitsyn himself, when he 
proposed the transformation of the state during the late USSR, advocated that 
Russia, Belarus and Ukraine, as a whole nation, create a common state, which 
would be joined only by northern Kazakhstan, and that is because then (now 
essentially to a lesser extent) the Russians and the Russian-speaking Slavic and 
European population made up the majority there. 

The second reason for the creation of a state union of Belarus with Russia 
is the geopolitical significance of the former, although the disproportion in size 
with the Russian Federation is by all indicators obvious. Belarus, which is terri- 
torially somewhat smaller than the former SFR Yugoslavia, is located west of

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Russia, elongated in the west-east direction, and represents the closest road from 
Central Europe to Moscow, in the heart of the European part of Russia. Belarus 
is also geographically very close to the Russian enclave of Kaliningrad on the 
Baltic Sea. In geostrategic terms, Belarus is a bulwark of pressure on Russia 
from the west, where NATO and historical conquerors come from.* The joint 
military forces of Russia and Belarus, from the Slavic Brotherhood, through the 
CSTO, bilateral defense, form a bulwark in the radar and air defense system, as 
well as connections with the Kaliningrad region. 


The third reason could be sought in the real strength of the Belarusian 
economy, which exceeds the size of the country and the number of inhabitants. 
The comparability of the economies of the two countries should be added to this. 
Belarus, which produces agricultural machinery, quality livestock and agricul- 
tural products, various other industries, and transport, is an important comple- 
ment to Russia's economy, which has gigantic areas of economic Eurasia. While 
in the case of Russia the Far East, Eastern Siberia, Western Siberia, European 
North, there are primarily raw material areas and areas with extractive industry, 
the Central region and the Northwest are industrial. Belarus is a happy synthesis 
of the processing industry and agriculture, especially livestock. On the other 
hand, Belarus got what is very important to it, cheaper energy and raw materials, 
and on the other hand, the opportunity to place its products on the large Russian 
market. 


Belarus has been a permanent member of the Commonwealth of Inde- 
pendent States since the very beginning of the creation of this international or- 
ganization, which is structured between the Union and the Confederation. In 
addition, Belarus is a permanent member of the Organization for Collective Se- 
curity and Cooperation, which represents a relatively solid framework in the 
field of defense and security. In addition to Russia and Belarus, there are perma- 
nent members in Kazakhstan, Armenia and Tajikistan. Belarus is the founder and 
permanent member of the Eurasian Union, where Russia and Kazakhstan are 
also founding members. Subsequently, Armenia and Kyrgyzstan joined and be- 
came full members. Belarus, together with Russia and Ukraine and Kazakhstan, 
was previously the founder of the Common Economic Space. 

After the collapse of the USSR, Ukraine approached integrations and in- 
ternational organizations in the post-Soviet space with far more caution and re- 
straint. Ukraine did become a member of the Commonwealth of Independent 
States immediately, but withdrew its share in the field of security. Then it ac- 
cepted membership in the Common Economic Space with Russia, Belarus and 
Kazakhstan, but after the so-called The “Orange Revolution” conditioned its 
further participation on the absence of the transfer of competencies to suprana- 
tional bodies. In practice, this would mean that the Common Economic Space

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consists only of member states, which do not transfer jurisdiction to suprana- 
tional bodies, which is a kind of community with limited absolute sovereignty of 
each member (for example, the European Economic Community already had 
certain supranational bodies at that stage, not to mention the European Union 
later, even at its earliest stage). Precisely because of this attitude of the new 
Ukrainian leadership in 2005, led by President Yushchenko, which effectively 
blocks the further development of the Common Economic Space towards higher 
stages of unification, the remaining members Russia, Belarus and Kazakhstan 
decide to form a separate, far more cohesive Customs Union. The customs union 
was only the initial form of the future Eurasian Union. Ukraine also received 
observer status in the Eurasian Union under President Yanukovych in 2013. 


Three decades of the post-Soviet period of Ukraine and Belarus 


If we look at the three-decade period of existence of Ukraine and Belarus 
as independent states, we can notice similarities and differences. In the case of 
Belarus, it is more about a permanent direction of politics, which was formed in 
the greatest coming to power of Lukashenko, and that is close to a quarter of a 
century. Lukashenko's concept of organizing Belarus has not changed signifi- 
cantly at the domestic level, while in foreign policy there have been minor oscil- 
lations, but more tactical than strategic, so we can talk about the permanence of 
one strategic concept. Internal political competition in Belarus, ie opposition 
activities, has been quite poor in such a long period, with the exception of 2020. 
Although a certain authoritarianism of Lukashenko's rule can be stated, the fact 
is that there were no major tensions and frictions, so social energy was not par- 
ticularly mobilized for inter-political competition and crises. In the national- 
identity sense, religious, civilizational, the Belarusian society is quite homoge- 
neous, with certain minorities. Historically, there are no extreme regional differ- 
ences in identity. It is true that within the westernmost districts, on the border 
with Poland, there are very small enclaves that are inhabited by a larger percent- 
age of Polish, or are even mostly inhabited by them (small enclave). Also in 
those westernmost areas, the share of Catholics and unions among the Belarusian 
nation is somewhat higher than in other areas, which is a consequence of histori- 
cal circumstances. Having that in mind, it should be noted that in these areas as 
well, with the exception of a few smaller enclaves, ethnic Belarusians, the Or- 
thodox, are the absolute majority. In the central part of the country and espe- 
cially in the eastern areas (where there is a larger percentage of ethnic Russians), 
this ethnic-civilizational homogeneity is even more pronounced. 

In religious terms, over 80% of the population of Belarus is Orthodox. In 
ethnic terms, over 90% of the population are ethnic Belarusians and Russians. In 
linguistic terms, Russian is used by 90% of the population, while Belarusian 
(which is similar to Russian) is a language that is also in official use, but is not 
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particularly favored over Russian. The population also mostly accepted the exist- 
ing economic-social model, which is closest to the hybrid variant of socialism 
with neo-Keynesian state capitalism. In practice, a small part of property has 
been privatized, especially in agriculture, while large state-owned giants in all 
sectors of the economy, especially industry, remain strong. 

Externally, since the beginning of the collapse of the USSR, Belarus has 
supported the integration processes in the post-Soviet space. 

In the case of Ukraine, we do not even have the approximate homogeneity 
in the identity and geopolitical sense, as it is in the case of Belarus. After the 
collapse of the USSR, Ukraine became an independent state. In the civilizational 
and geopolitical sense, it is a divided state, as Samuel Huntington stated in his 
famous work The Clash of Civilizations. Historical, cultural and geopolitical 
circumstances have influenced the difference in identity by regions, different 
dialects of mother tongues and religious affiliation. Until the February 2014 
coup, pluralism influenced them to channel themselves through elections for the 
institutions of the system of differences and the interests of the regions and the 
identity. The February coup, aided by Western centers of power, which over- 
threw President Yanukovych and Prime Minister Azarov, was the third such case 
of deprivation of power and mandate of the eastern Ukrainian (pro-Russian) op- 
tion in the previous decade (2004-2014). Before that, that was the case in the so- 
called “Orange Revolution” in late 2004, and in the spring of 2007, when the 
government led by Yanukovych was also dissolved and early parliamentary elec- 
tions were scheduled by President Yushchenko without a real foundation in the 
Constitution (lerposuh J]. Huxonnh I. 2009). So, in the period until 2014, the 
country leveled its differences in identity, regional interests and geopolitical ori- 
entation with democracy and the electoral system, which, with all its shortcom- 
ings, somehow functioned and provided the institutions of the system. 

Therefore after 2014, there is a big crossroad in Ukraine in its post-Soviet 
period since it existed as an independent state. First, Crimea was annexed to 
Russia, and approximately 40% of the territory of the Donetsk and Luhansk ad- 
ministrative districts were separated and the government of Kiev was not recog- 
nized. This, on the other hand, affected not only the reduction of the total popu- 
lation, in parallel with the politically and economically motivated migrations, but 
also the reduction of the electorate of the pro-Russian option. In parallel with the 
ban of the Party of Regions and the Communist Party, ostracism and lustration 
of a number of Southeast politicians (pro-Russian, based on a special law passed 
only for them, ie the government of Yanukovych and Azarov), there is a change 
in the balance of power in the electorate and political forces. in favor of the 
Western Ukrainian conception. Now the balance of power it is no longer ap- 
proximately 50:50, but in parallel with numerous abuses and intimidation of the 
pro-Russian option, to the overwhelming influence of the Western Ukrainian, 
and even the anti-Russian option. The Milogorsky concept in Montenegro is 
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irresistibly reminiscent of the approach of the authorities in Ukraine to the or- 
ganization of the state and society, political life and the media scene after 2014. 


Zelensky's period proved to be only a deceptive hope that change was pos- 
sible. The Southeast and pro-Russian voices as a whole supported him in the 
spring of 2019 in relation to Poroshenko (Iletposuh J]. 2020, p. 254). However, 
already in the fall of 2020, it became clear that there were no essential changes 
and that even the situation was becoming more radical. By introducing bans on 
the use of the Russian language as the second official language, even in the 
Southeast, where it is the majority mother tongue for the local population, and 
then through bans and restrictions for pro-Russian parties, it further radicalizes 
the situation. With the radicalization of the situation in the country, the opposi- 
tion movement for life became, in the spring of 2021, according to public opin- 
ion polls, even the leading party. However, Zelensky's authorities imposed sanc- 
tions on it, blocked three televisions owned by the party's leader Medvedchuk, 
blocked financial accounts (with a ridiculous explanation that the party is separa- 
tist, that is, that 1t sympathizes with the separated areas of Crimea and Donbas!). 


Medvedchuk is even placed under house arrest and wearing a “house arrest 
ankle bracelet” (Petrovi¢ D. 2021, p. 62). One of the regional leaders of that 
party and the manager of the Krivoy Rog Pavlov area was killed in August 2021, 
and the police claim that it was a suicide. The government favors the controver- 
sial new Orthodox Church of Ukraine, at the expense of the millennial canonical 
Ukrainian Orthodox Church, which recognizes the Moscow patriarch. On the 
other hand, at the religious manifestation in Kiev, the Crusade in July 2021, the 
pro-Russian Ukrainian orthodox church of Moscow patriarchate has hundreds of 
thousands of believers, and the newly formed Orthodox church of Ukraine only a 
handful, although it is supported by the regime.° Zelensky criticized this mass 
gathering at the Ukrainian Orthodox Church (which is under the Moscow Patri- 
arch), for alleged technical shortcomings of the organization (alleged lack of 
drinking water for gathered believers, not wearing masks, etc.), which proved to 
be tendentious and even incorrect.’ 


Different sociological approaches to defining a nation can also help in 
practice to interpret the process that takes place within the Ukrainian population. 
As Russians, Ukrainians and Belarusians have belonged to one common nation 
(Russian) since historical times, according to the sociological-biological concep-

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tion, they should still unchangeably belong to that ethnic group. However, the 
other evolutionary-historical direction allows the possibility that in this particular 
case, Ukrainians and Belarusians, being for several centuries under historical 
circumstances outside the common state with Great Russia, eventually acquire 
such features that could (by ethnogenesis) lead to the formation of separate na- 
tional characteristics and finally even new nations. In the West, postmodernism 
has been dominant in recent decades, interpreting the individual as a separate 
whole. An increasing part of the population lives outside the rural area and more 
and more in big cities, and even more frequently in smaller families, that is, even 
as singles. In that way, according to postmodernists, in modern conditions of 
living and business, connecting the global and breaking the roots of tradition and 
even family and primary ties, individuals in the national sense can identify them- 
selves as they want, and not by their biological origin per se.* 

In modern Ukraine, there is a big problem with the lack of a vision of the 
model of the future. It is evident that the country is divided due to historical and 
identity differences and that there is no consensus on its further future. To this 
should be added regional differences arising from economic interests. Until the 
coup in February 2014, the electoral system and the institutions of the system, so 
accepted, gave some kind of consensus to overcome these differences. However, 
after 2014 and the great crisis at the time, the strength of the Western Ukrainian 
option prevailed. On the other hand, the Southeast, is the pro-Russian option, has 
since been under great pressure and in a far unequal position (Ilerposuh JI. 
Byxsuh P. 2019, crp. 179-183). There is also a growing possibility of renewed 
armed conflict in the east against LPR and DPR, and overall tensions with Rus- 
sia are increasing. This is also affected by the development of the situation after 
the American elections in the United States, where the Biden’s administration 
relationship towards Moscow is becoming strained. 

The social picture of Ukraine is quite bad. Within the USSR, Ukraine was 
one of the richest republics, and when it became independent with the collapse 
of the federal state, it had about 50 million inhabitants. In these three decades of 
independence, it has weakened economically, so that now it lags behind Russia 
and Belarus in terms of GDP per capita and average income. In addition, the 
number of inhabitants has significantly decreased, both due to the negative natu- 
ral increase and due to emigration to the West and Russia. The stratification of 
the population was performed and is still developing according to the Latin 
American model, with a small grouping of the rich and the melting of the middle 
classes. Several of the most prominent mega-tycoons have great power. The 
eastern areas of the country are rich in ores and energy, the central part of the 
country has a traditionally heavy and extractive industry, while Kiev is the bank- 
ing, financial and political center of the country.

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Western centers of power are extremely critical of the authoritarianism and 
shortcomings in the democracy of Belarus and its President Lukashenko. Pro- 
Russian politicians, leaders of the Southeast, who were holders of power in Kiev 
in certain periods, were also criticized. On the other hand, there is an interesting 
lack of serious criticism for the holders of the current and previous authorities in 
Kiev’, who were positioned on the opposite identity and geopolitical pole from 
Russia. 


Serbia's relations with Belarus and Ukraine 


Serbia has developed bilateral relations with Belarus, to which should be 
added (unlike Ukraine) the relations that Serbia has with the integration proc- 
esses and international organizations of which Belarus is a member, and which 
are led by Russia. In that sense, Belarus is important for Serbia, and as a country 
a strategic ally of Russia as a great power, which increases its importance. 


In bilateral relations in the economic field, bilateral agreements on foreign 
trade relations were signed in 2009 and 2011. The two countries' foreign trade 
was on the rise, from just over $ 50 million in 2009, to about $ 150 million three 
years later. Growth continued in the following years and the amplitude was 
2017, with $ 240 million, and the following year there was a certain decline - $ 
148 million. The approximate parity of Serbia in bilateral exchange with Belarus 
is about | to 2, so it is almost twice as much imported as it is exported. 

As part of military cooperation, among other things, four Serbian MiG-29s 
were upgraded in Belarus (2018-2021). (Asya Pentegova, 2020, pp. 60-63). 
Since 2014, Serbia has been cooperating with Belarus within the framework of 
military exercises Slavic Brotherhood, where Russia is also. During 2019, Serbia 
held four military exercises with Russia, while in the same year it held 13 mili- 
tary exercises with NATO. https://www.glasamerike.net/a/vojska-srbije-u-2019-

bia maintains military cooperation with Russia and the Slavic Brotherhood, so 
she participated, among other things, in Moscow in the Military Games in Au- 
gust 2020. 

On the other hand, probably due to the pressure of Western structures re- 
garding the political crisis in Belarus, the following month she joined the EU 
declaration on criticism of the presidential elections in that country. It should be 
added that on the eve of the already scheduled holding of the joint military exer-

At the institutional level, in June 2015, the two countries signed a memo- 
randum of cooperation between the two national parliaments in Minsk. In the 
field of culture, agreements for cooperation between Belgrade and Minsk were 
signed in 2016 and 2017. At the highest level, President Tomislav Nikoli¢ vis- 
ited Belarus twice during his mandate, and Aleksandar Vucic¢ during June 2019. 
Alexander Lukashenko paid an official visit to Belgrade in December 2019. 
(Asya Pentegova, 2020, pp. 60-63). 

During 2020 and the coronavirus pandemic, the two countries helped each 
other on several occasions. Among other things, China's humanitarian aid was 
transported via Belarusian planes, and on the other hand, the Serbian government 
sent two planes of medical equipment to Belarus. Belarus recognizes the integ- 
rity of Serbia, and on the other hand, in the summer of 2021, Serbia only im- 
posed sanctions on Belarus on the issue of air traffic, showing solidarity with the 
European Union on that issue. 

The peculiarity of Serbia's relations with Ukraine is that, unlike Belarus, 
official Kiev has not been an active participant in the integration processes in the 
post-Soviet space in recent years. Despite the intensified activity towards the 
West, Ukraine is still not a member of either the EU or NATO, and there are 
little chances (similar to Serbia) that it will become so in the foreseeable future. 
In bilateral economic cooperation between the two countries, the foreign trade 
balance practically stagnated in the entire period of the second decade to about $ 
250 to 300 million gross, until 2018 and 2019, when it increased to about $ 440- 
450 million. The ratio between imports and exports is approximately 3: 2 in fa- 
vor of Ukraine. In 2020, and due to the crisis around the pandemic, the foreign 
trade balance fell to about $ 320 million gross (imports 146 and exports $ 169 
million, so for the first time a positive bilateral balance of Serbia with Ukraine). 
Ukraine mainly exports iron ores and ferrous metals to Serbia (70%); wood and 
wood products; ferrous metal products; electrical machines, and imports fertiliz- 
ers, plastics and polymeric materials; paper and cardboard; electrical machines; 
boilers, machines. (https://serbia.mfa.gov.ua/sr/partnership/537-torgovelyno-jeko- 
nomichne-spivrobitnictvo-mizh-ukrajinoju-ta-serbijeju/trgovinsko-ekonomska-sara- 
dnja-izmedju-ukrajine-i-srbije). Serbia seems to have a somewhat reduced inten- 
sity of cooperation with the authorities in Ukraine after the turbulent 2014 for 
that country. In the technical sense, the Protocol between the State Fiscal Service 
of Ukraine and the Customs Administration of the Ministry of Finance of the 
Republic of Serbia on cooperation in the field of exchange of customs informa- 
tion was signed on July 3, 2018. On the other hand, it is still very important for 
Serbia that Ukraine does not recognize the secession of so-called Kosovo. For its 
part, Serbia, despite excellent relations with Russia, is one of the countries that 
recognize Crimea as an integral part of Ukraine. 
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Conclusion 


Throughout history, Belarus and Ukraine have had similar cycles, from be- 
longing to Kievan Russia, through the seismic period of approximately the mid- 
dle of the 13th century, when after the Mongol-Tatar invasion they spent several 
centuries as part of the Lithuanian and then Polish-Lithuanian state. On the other 
hand, in the New Age, the territory and population of Belarus and Ukraine were 
gradually included in tsarist Russia, with the Belarusian people remaining com- 
pletely part of the Russian national corps in terms of civilization and identity, 
with insignificant exceptions today. In contrast, the divisions by regions in 
Ukraine are very pronounced, both in terms of identity, church, language and 
geopolitical orientation. In that sense, the processes related to these two coun- 
tries since 1992, independent and members of the Commonwealth of Independ- 
ent States, can also be observed. By internal social and political consensus, Bela- 
rus has chosen a gradual transition to a hybrid capitalist model (neo-Keynesian) 
with a strong social dimension and geopolitically closely tied to Russia, and in- 
tegration processes in the post-Soviet space led by Russia. The state union of 
Russia and Belarus, which only to a small extent functions in practice should 
also be mentioned. 


On the other hand, Ukraine, since it does not have a consensus of its popu- 
lation and regions about identity and geopolitical orientation, has been the scene 
of competition and foreign interference in the past three decades. Pluralism lev- 
eled those differences, in addition to all the shortcomings and crises, so until 
2014, two geopolitical options, pro-Western and pro-Russian, alternated in 
power. However, the February coup, the conflicts that followed in the next year, 
the annexation of Crimea to Russia, the separation of parts of the Donetsk and 
Luhansk regions, led to major changes in the environment and functioning of 
Ukraine after that. There was a predominance of the neoliberal economic and 
social model, the radicalization of Ukrainian nationalism and the marginalization 
of common history and origins with the all-Russian world (“Russian peace”’), 
and the segregation of the pro-Russian part of the population, especially the 
Southeast, by official authorities in Kiev. This includes the geopolitical position- 
ing of “post-February Ukraine”, towards the West and the confrontation with 
Russia, and the abandonment of integration processes in the post-Soviet space 
(until further notice). 


In this period, therefore, there is a radical separation on the one hand of of- 
ficial Ukraine and on the other hand of Belarus, Russia and other countries of the 
post-Soviet space in the geopolitical sense. While Belarus, Russia and most of 
the post-Soviet countries are united within the Commonwealth of Independent 
States, the Eurasian Economic Union, the Collective Security Treaty Organiza- 
tion (CSTO), and many of them are facing the SCO (Shanghai Cooperation Or- 
ganization), Ukraine is distancing itself from these integrations., and on the other 
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hand there is little chance of it becoming a member of the EU or NATO. Will the 
situation in Ukraine change and turn around again, or will it reduce the distance 
towards Russia and integrations in the post-Soviet space? Will Ukraine be di- 
vided as a country, or will it completely turn to Western geopolitical centers of 
power? 

Its geopolitical future is uncertain, due to internal divisions. On the other 
hand, the balance of power in the world is also changing, and it is moving to- 
wards multipolarism, which reduces the probability that Ukraine as a whole will 
geopolitically position itself towards the western centers of power. The possibil- 
ity of its internal division and survival as a state unit geopolitically neutral or 
even the division and disintegration of the country seems more realistic. The 
possibility remains hypothetical to turn again geopolitically to Russia and the 
integrations it leads 
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
